Mississauga Council’s hopes of turn- 
ing a residential area near Cooksville 
Creek into its ‘Central Park’ may hinge 
on finding enough residents there will- 
ing to sell their homes. 
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On June 21, council passed a motion 
giving staff the power to “enter into 
negotiations with various landowners 
for parkland acquisition in the Down- 
town Growth Area.” 

City staff has the greenlight to offer 
up to $2 million for homes. Offers over 


$2 million will have to go before coun- 
cil for approval. 

The city’s Director of Parks and For- 
estry, Laura Piette, says gauging inter- 
est from homeowners is the first step 
of a longer strategy.

Cops charge two with 
drugs and gun offences 


Investigators from the 
Street Crime Gang Unit 
have arrested and charged 
two people on drug and fire- 
arm offences in Brampton. 

Police say on Wednes- 
day, July 5, they executed 
a search warrant at a home 
in the area of Mississauga 
Road and Yardmaster Drive 
in Brampton. 

During the search, they 


found and seized a 40-mm 
semi-automatic handgun, 
as well as a large quantity of 
cocaine and heroin. 

25-year old Kareem 
Corbin from Brampton is 
charged with numerous 
drug and firearms offences. 

He was held for a bail 
hearing. 

28-year old Kamille Ro- 
jas, also from Brampton, is 


facing drug charges. 

She has been released on 
a promise to appear with an 
upcoming court date in Au- 
gust 2017.

Peel Police calls Spring Gun Amnesty

The Street Crime Gang 
Unit is calling its Spring 
Gun Amnesty Program in 
the Region of Peel a success. 
The program ran from May 
1 to May 31, 2017. 

They visited a total of 52 
homes during the amnesty 
and received a total of 69 
firearms. 

They also gathered 6 
edged weapons and a total 
of 75 pounds of ammunition 
during the program. 

Police describe the 
program is an “attempt 
to further enhance public 
safety.” 

They say the Spring 
Gun Amnesty Program 
“provided members of 
the community [with] 
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and safe 


a controlled 
opportunity to surrender 


firearms 
for 


unwanted 
and ammunition 
destruction.” 

The amnesty includes 
all firearms including 
handguns, long guns and 
non-restricted, restricted or 
prohibited weapons. 

Police say the public 
is encouraged to turn in 
any unwanted weapons,

ammunition, replica 
firearms or pellet guns that 
could be used during the 
commission of a criminal 
offence. 


They are offering 
those with hunting rifles, 
shotguns and _ antique 


firearms inherited by family 
members, “safe method of 
disposal.” 

“Members of the public 
who wished to participate 
in this program were 
directed to contact an 
Amnesty Hotline to make 
arrangements for a_ safe 
pick up of their firearms 
and/or ammunition by a 
member of the amnesty 
team,” wrote Peel Police in 
their written statement. 
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Caledon man drowns 
after boat capsizes 


A Caledon man is one 
of two men who drowned 
in waters near Wasaga 
Beach on the weekend, 
police say. 

27-year old Dilvinder 
Lakhanpal of Caledon 
and Nimit Sharma, 26, 
of Collingwood died in 
an apparent boating ac- 
cident. 

Police say the two men 
were last seen in an in- 


flatable boat at the mouth 
of the Nottawasaga River 
Saturday afternoon. 

Wasaga Beach Fire and 
Emergency Management 
reported that the pair 
were boating in “rough 
water conditions” on 
Georgian Bay when the 
boat capsized. 

Fire Chief Michael 
McWilliam released a 
statement saying “wit- 


nesses on shore saw the 
two men struggling in the 
waves then disappear.” 

Searchers found the 
bodies Saturday after an 
hour of looking for the 
men. 

OPP said the victims 
were not wearing life 
jackets and do not con- 
sider alcohol to be a fac- 
tor.

Peel Regional Police’s 
Special Victims Unit have 
charged a massage thera- 
pist with sexual assault af- 
ter an investigation. 

The SVU was called after 
an adult victim attended a 
wellness clinic in Bramp- 
ton for the purpose of re- 
ceiving a massage, and was 
inappropriately touched by 
the therapist.

Deadly rollover on Highway 407 
leaves man in critical condition 


A two-vehicle collision 
on Highway 407 in Mis- 
sissauga Tuesday after- 
noon left one man in crit- 
ical condition and traffic 
backed up for hours as a 
helicopter rushed him to 
hospital. 

At around 1:30 p.m., 
a Jeep collided with a 
tractor-trailer on the 
eastbound lanes of the 
407 near Highway 401, 
according to Ontario Pro- 
vincial Police. 


The Jeep driver was 
an elderly man who was 
trapped in his vehicle af- 
ter the crash, according 
to police. 

The man was later ex- 
tracted by rescuers and 
airlifted to a hospital 
by an ORNGE helicop- 
ter, which landed on the 
highway. 

Both eastbound and 
westbound lanes were 
closed during this peri- 
od, according to a news 


release. 

The truck was also 
on fire, but was extin- 
guished by firefighters 
that arrived on-scene. 

As of press time, only 
one eastbound lane of 
Highway 407, from Mis- 
sissauga Road to High- 
way 401, is open to traf- 
fic. 

All other lanes and 
the on-ramp from High- 
way 401 to 427 remains 
closed. 
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Brampton mulls Coyote Crackdown after multiple sightings

The city of Brampton 
may crackdown on 
residents feeding wild 
animals after a spike in the 
number of coyote sightings 
in the city. 

There is no bylaw that 
directly prohibits people 
from giving food to the 
predators, but Brampton 
Ward 3 and 4 Councillor 
Jeff Bowman says that 
may change. 

“We will be taking a look 
at our available options 
moving forward. While 
having a by-law restricting 
the feeding of wildlife 
does not necessarily 
guarantee an immediate 
solution to any wildlife 
conflicts, we will likely 
review the success that 
other municipalities have 
had, or have not had, with 
such by-laws,” he told Peel 
Daily News in a written 
statement. 

In Mississauga, feeding 
coyotes or other wild 


animals could _ result 
in a fine of $125.00. 
Repeated violations could 
conceivably land a person 
in court to face penalties of 
up to $5,000.00. 


Earlier this year, a 
Mississauga resident 
mourned the loss of 


Dexter, a Maltese/Yorkie 
mix that was attacked and 
killed by a coyote in the 
backyard of her home in 
Lorne Park. 

At the time, the City 
of Mississauga urged 
residents to be careful, 
saying, “please don’t give 
coyotes a free meal. Keep 
your cats indoors.” 

The city has also warned 
residents to keep a close 
eye on pets and be aware 
of wildlife. 

In Brampton, there’s 
been more than 100 coyote 
sightings so far this year 
which is on par with 2015. 

According to Animal 
Services manager Kathy 
Duncan, there were 60 
sightings at the same time 


last year. 

There are signs up 
warning people in areas 
frequented by coyotes not 
to leave children or pets 
unattended. 

Animal services in 
Mississauga says there 
have been no reports this 
year of people getting 
bitten by coyotes as there 
were in 2014, but cats 
and other pets have gone 
missing, especially in 
the Truscott Drive and 
Southdown Road area 
where a local creek is 
known to provide a natural 
habitat for the animals. 

There are also legal 
protections for the animals 
as residents are prohibited 
from shooting them. 

The animals are seen by 
some as victims of human 
encroachment of their 
habitat, and they view 
coyote attacks on pets and 
people as a consequence 
of population growth into 
wildlife areas.

Selling homeowners sought for 
Mississauga’s “Central Park”

“We are dealing directly 
with the property owners, 
have issued letters to them 
and we'll be discussing with 
them and we really don’t 
know what the level of in- 
terest will be,” she said. 

If all the homeowners 
agreed to uproot, the park 
would be 25 acres in size. 
Barring that, the size and 
configuration could depend 
on how many homeowners 
agree to sell and where the 
holdouts are located. 

If homeowners do not 
want to sell, Piette says the 
team will “regroup as staff 
and decide, depending on 
the level of interest, what 
our next steps will be.” 

Staff will then report back 
to Council. 


Piette says expropriation 
is not part of the plan “as we 
speak, and it really would 
depend on what the level of 
interest is and which prop- 
erties they are.” 

“The City has an ability 
to expropriate. It’s not the 
City’s practice. Certainly at 
this point, all we’re doing is 
step one to see what the in- 
terest is,” she said. 

Councillor Nando Ian- 
nicca has long been an ad- 
vocate of the project and 
has spoken of the need for 
parkland with streams, pic- 
nic areas, playground for 
children and walking trails. 

John Pasalis, President 
of Realosophy Realty, says 
projects like this normally 
require residents to vacate 
their property whether they 
want to or not. 


“It sounds like people 
have to sell their homes 
and move out of there. How 
does a city plan a park con- 
ditional on all 50 people 
agreeing to pick and leave 
their homes? I can’t see 
that happening. Most peo- 
ple don’t want to pick up 
and leave their house just 
because the city wants the 
land at fair market value.” 

When asked about the 
park project, some residents 
living in the area appeared 
to be caught off-guard with 
suggesting the city would 
try to lowball them. 

Pasalis says money may 
not be a motivating fac- 
tor for some homeowners, 
especially those who have 
lived in the area for de- 
cades. 

“If you bought a place for 


the long term, which a lot of 
people do, they’ve seen the 
way prices go up,” he said. 
“T don’t think people are so 
swayed by an extra hundred 
grand. They probably have 
seen the value of their home 
go up so much already. 
They're thinking, by the 
time I’m ready to sell five or 
six years from now. It’s go- 
ing to be worth more than 


that anyway, so who cares.” 

Pasalis also notes real 
estate values have dipped 
in recent months and some 
residents may be reluctant 
to sell in a down market. 

A staff report dating back 
to 2015 found Mississauga’s 
downtown was in dire need 
of parkland and open public 
spaces.

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City of Mississauga 
should freeze hiring, 


rein in wage hikes

A recent briefing by 
Mississauga’s senior finance 
officials on preparations for 
the 2018 budget signalled 
that the city’s homeowners 
may get a bit of a break on 
their property taxes next 
year. 

After a hike of just under 
three per cent this year - 
well above the inflation rate 
- Mississauga homeowners 
will likely face increases of 

closer to two per cent 
for 2018 if Mayor Bonnie 
Crombie has her way. 

Crombie and munici- 
pal politicians face voters 
in province-wide local 
elections in late 2018 and 
they want to keep tax hikes 
at a politically palatable 
minimum. 

Crombie wants her fi- 
nance people to find ways to 
save more money - maybe 
as high as $15 million - and 
she says she will also ask 
Peel Region to keep a lid on 
its portion of the property 
tax so the blended rate will 
be closer to a two per cent 
hike. 

This all sounds great but 
don’t expect our municipal 
governments to squeeze 
their spending or limit 
their insatiable appetite for 
more revenue - even if it’s 
an election year in 2018. 

A recent public survey 
shows nearly two thirds 
of Mississauga residents 
would accept higher taxes 
for better local services and 
more than six in 10 believe 
they get good value for 
their taxes, suggesting local 
politicians are doing a good 
job of watching the pub- 
lic purse. But part of that 
citizen thinking may be the 
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impact of the wealth effect. 
If your house has doubled 
in value in the last few years 
you may not worry too 
much about a three per cent 
property tax hike even if 
recurs every year 

In fact, Mississauga 
property taxes have jumped 
an average of 2.7 per cent 
annually for the last decade 
- and local politicians are 
focused on paying for new 
transit, an expansion of the 
MiWay bus service, a new 
firehouse and 20 additional 
firefighters and they are 
scouring every financial 
nook and cranny to squeeze 
out more dollars. 

Local finance officials are 
looking at a 5.6 per cent 
hike in spending but don’t 
have a lot of ways to pay 
for it. 

Meanwhile, calls on the 
province for more money, 
fatter gas tax revenues from 
Ottawa and the right to slap 
more taxes on homes and 
lots of other things have 
generally been ignored by 
the more senior govern- 
ments. That means local 
governments have been 
forced to rely on the prop- 
erty tax. 

While a huge property tax 
hike for Mississauga may 
not be in the cards, there’s 
a good chance that local 
fees and levies could be 
raised for next year. As well 
local politicians are looking 
to use a new revenue tool 
which they just got from 
the Wynne government and 
they are salivating over. 

If you own or run a hotel 
in Mississauga prepare to 
be hit with a new tax in 
the next year thanks to the 
April budge which allowed 
the province’s municipal- 
ities to hike hotel taxes to 
help pay for local services 
and infrastructure. 


Mississauga is studying 
whether to impose a new 
hotel tax of between three 
and five per cent on the 
city’s 10,000 hotel rooms, 
which could raise up to $20 
million or more a year. 

“Tt’s something we need 
to look at,” says Ward 2 
councillor Karen Ras. 

“We talk about tools in 
our tool kit and this is one 
more.” 

Added Ward 5 councillor 
Carolyn Parrish: “I’d go for 
the five per cent. It’s not 
going to hurt anyone. Three 
per cent is not enough. 


How about looking at 
other ways to save money. 

Mississauga has about 
5,300 employees and about 
one in five of them plan to 
retire in the next four years. 
Why not impose a hiring 
freeze and whittle down the 
local workforce to about 
4,300 workers without 
having to lay off anyone. 
Essential workers would 
be replaced but those who 
retire would not be. 

And why not hold the line 
on future wage hikes for 
local worker to just around 
or below the inflation rate 
- not the 7.5 per cent over 
four years provincial work- 
ers just got in a sweetheart 
arrangement with Wynne’s 
unpopular government. 

Parrish says she doesn’t 
want to talk about $15 
million in budget cuts this 
year because that might 
upset city employees if they 
believe their jobs are on the 
line. 

“T don’t want to cause 
a panic in the ranks,” she 
says. “It’s important to have 
a happy workforce.” 

Ms. Parrish. How about 
having happy ratepayers.

A Peel Regional Council- 
lor wants to stop politicians 
from billing taxpayers for 
trips they have no “valid” 
reason to go on. 

Pat Saito told Peel Daily 
News, “when you get five or 
six people going on the trip, 
that expense adds up.” 

In a discussion at Peel 
Regional Council Thursday, 
Saito said only council- 
lors who sit on committees 
should be allowed to ex- 
pense trips that apply di- 
rectly to their work in those 
groups. 

“If you don’t sit on the 
committee and you have no 
valid reason of going on that 
trip, you pick up the cost 
yourself,” she said. 

Mayor Bonnie Crombie, 
who has been suffering from 
laryngitis since Canada Day, 
pushed for greater trans- 
parency as far as expensing 
trips goes.

“The public disclosure is 
so important because some- 
times we don’t think about 
it. We find a conference 
that’s worthwhile. Yes, it’s in 
the dead of summer, but we 
need to tell people. I think 
that goes a long way, that 
people know where we're 
going, they know how much 
we're spending. It’s their 
money,” she said. 

Councillor Nando Iannic- 
ca defended his own tax- 
payer-funded trips abroad 
while attacking a reporter 
for asking him about a trip 
to Rome to look at propul- 
sion systems. 

“Yeah. I came back to the 
very next city council meet- 
ing and said, ‘oh my God, 
we can’t go with a diesel sys- 
tem’. The Siemens people 
made it clear to me,” he said. 

“Was the five-thousand 
dollars worth the $1.4-bil- 
lion investment? The guy 
asking doesn’t know that.” 

Iannicca has faced ques- 
tions about a trip to Greece

and Dubai on which his wife 
accompanied him. At the 
time, he was quoted as say- 
ing, “Whether she’s there 
or not, I’m getting the same 
room.” 

Iannicca says he’s never 
gone on a conference at the 
region other than on his in- 
dividual expense. 

Saito singled out the 
waste management division 
for “trips where members of 
council who do not sit on the 
committee, but would like 
to go, come up with a rea- 
son why they would like to 
go. I have no problem with 
that, but it should come out 
of their expenses. In some 
cases, it has been picked up 
along with everyone else’s.” 

She says the number of 
people going on such trips 
should include the com- 
mittee chair, vice-chair and 
“maybe one other councillor 
if theyre from another mu- 
nicipality so that all three 
are represented.” 
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Costs of enforcing Ontario labour changes climb for Peel taxpayers

The cost of provincial 
labour rule changes is ris- 
ing as municipalities weigh 
the impact of the Wynne 
government’s proposals on 
their bottom line. 

After crunching the num- 
bers, Peel Region staff says 
the cost to taxpayers of en- 
forcing rules related to paid 
emergency leave will exceed 
$200,000.00. 

Employees are allowed 
ten days emergency leave 
without pay. 

The Wynne government 
is proposing to provide all 
employees with at least two 
days of paid time off. 

At the municipality, full 
timers and many of the 
non-bargaining staff already 
get a minimum of two days. 

At a meeting Thursday 
July 6, councillors were told 
the proposed new rules will 
mean extending those paid

benefits to part-timers and 
short-term employees who 
currently don’t qualify. 

“We would have to pro- 
vide two paid days. We've 
costed that and it would 
impact roughly about 550 
employees at a cost of about 
$220,000.00 per year,” said 
Jeff Sawchuck, Manager of 
Employee Relations. 

Bill 148 (the Fair Work- 
places, Better Jobs Act) calls 
for raising the minimum 
wage to $15.00 an hour. 

Mississauga Mayor Bon- 
nie Crombie says the transi- 
tion to the $14.00 minimum 
wage and then the $15.00 
minimum wage is “cost- 
ing us a million dollars this 
year and two million in two 
years.” 

The changing workplaces 
review launched in 2015 led 
to a series of recommenda- 
tions. 

After a public process, a 
report released on May 23 


included 173 recommenda- 
tions. 

The proposals include a 
hotline for anonymous com- 
plaints and increased pro-

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Federal funding given to 
Mississauga Library System to 
address homelessness problem 


The Mississauga Library 
System is looking to imple- 
ment solutions to homeless- 
ness with the help of federal 
funding. 

It was announced Thurs- 
day afternoon that the Li- 
brary System was awarded 
$122,524 in federal funding 
as part of the Canadian gov- 
ernment’s Homelessness 
Parenting Strategy, which 
was designed to support the 
development of innovative 
approaches to preventing 
and reducing homelessness. 

The Library System plans 
to use the funds to create 
a pilot project called Open 
Window Hub, which seeks 
to help homeless individu- 
als in Mississauga. 

According to the Mis- 
sissauga Food Bank, the 
issue of homelessness is 
closely linked to the issue of 
poverty. More than 182,000 
people in Mississauga live 
below the poverty line. 

The pilot project includes 
several initiatives, includ- 
ing an increase in outreach 
services offered through 


the library, promoting 
inclusiveness to vulnerable 
youths and adults, connect- 
ing homeless individuals 
with professionals who can 
help assess and address 
their situation, and pro- 
viding a referral service 
that connects at-risk and 
homeless individuals with 
community agencies that 
offer employment services. 

“Open Window utilizes 
best practices from library 
programs focused on the 
homeless population. It will 
also help ensure partner- 
ships are developed and 
maintained between the 
Library and other service 
organizations,” said Rose 
Vespa, director of Library 
Services. “Funding such as 
this allows us to address 
a gap in service. We will 
create innovative day-time 
library programs that 
provide outreach and links 
to services for the homeless 
population they can easily 
access through our librar- 
ies.” 

Additionally, the library 


system will hire a Homeless 
Prevention Outreach Work- 
er to support and empower 
at-risk and homeless indi- 
viduals. They will develop 
treatment and housing plans 
to overcome homelessness 
and connect those in need to 
necessary services. 

“This new position is 
vital,” said Vespa. “The 
worker will connect directly 
with homeless clients while 
helping our libraries and 
staff to remove barriers to 
services and to increase 
social inclusion.” 

Jean-Yves Duclos, Min- 
ister of Families, Children 
and Social Development, 
thanked the City in a release 
on Thursday for its help 
addressing the homeless- 
ness issue. “This project is a 
prime example of how such 
a unique outreach program 
can effectively explore inno- 
vative ways to help prevent 
and reduce homelessness 
and make a real difference 
in the lives of community 
homeless populations.”

Remembering 
Gaylord Powless 


An Article on Gaylord Powless 
from the summer of 2001

Canada’s sporting 
community lost one of its 
greatest athletes in late July. 

Gaylord Powless, a name 
associated with lacrosse 
excellence even years after 
his playing days concluded, 
died on July 28. He was 54. 

Powless was diagnosed 
with colon cancer three 
years ago, but he continued 
to live an active life until 
this past spring when he was 
weakened as the cancer had 
spread to his lungs. 

Though he was_ bed- 
ridden in the days leading 
up to his death, Powless 
received some news that 
cheered him up. His local 
rink, which was previously 
called the Six Nations 
Memorial Cultural Centre, 
was renamed the Gaylord 
Powless Sports Arena. 

“He was pretty happy 
about that,” said Powless’ 
only son, 20-year-old Chris. 

Powless is also survived 
by his wife Patti and their 
two daughters, Michelle, 32, 
and Gaylene, 17. 

Dave General, a_ Six 
Nations band councillor, 
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Ohsweken, Ontario 


said renaming the local 
rink after Powless was 
a unanimous decision. 
Powless’ family members 
attended the council 
meeting that July night. 

“Tt was a pretty emotional 
evening,” General said. 

But it was a fitting tribute 
for one of Ohsweken’s most 
famous individuals. 

Powless was a star in both 
the junior and professional 
ranks. 

Among the lengthy list 
of his accomplishments 
was the four consecutive 
Canadian Junior A Minto 
Cup championships from 
1964 through 1967 for the 
Oshawa Green Gaels. Twice 
Powless was selected as the 
most valuble player at the 
Minto Cup. 

“T think he really enjoyed 
his junior years the most,” 
Chris Powless said of his 
father. “He was really glad 
that he played for the late 

Mr. Jim Bishop 
(considered one of greatest 
lacrosse coaches ever) and 
the tight-knit group that 
they had there.” 


Powless went on to suit 
up for squads in various pro 
and amateur senior leagues. 
He had stints in places 
including Montreal, Detroit, 
Syracuse, Rochester, 
Portland, Brantford, 
Brampton and Coquitlam, 
B.C. 

Chris Powless is following 
in his father’s footsteps. For 
the past three years he was 
a member of the Six Nations 
Arrows, a Junior A club. 
Gaylord Powless had served 
as an assistant coach for the 
Arrows during the 2000 
season, the last team with 
which he was involved. 

Gaylord Powless was the 
oldest son of Ross Powless, 
another Canadian lacrosse 
great. Both are members of 
the Canadian Lacrosse Hall 
of Fame and are the only 
father-son tandem to be 
inducted in the hall in the 
players category. 

Editor’s note: As a 
youngster, Gaylord Powless 
was the first player/ 

name I paid attention to 
when it came to lacrosse.

Constantine Falkland Cary 
’Conn’ Smythe was born in 
1895. He died in 1980. 

The Caledon connection: 
Smythe owned a property on 
Highway 10 where he became 
a pioneer in the sand and 
gravel industry; he also bred 
and trained quality horses. 

What a history. What a life: 
a businessman, soldier and 
sportsman-hockey and horse 
racing. 

The principal owner of 
the Toronto Maple Leafs, 
he was the builder of Maple 
Leaf Gardens, builder of the 
Hockey Hall of Fame and 
the namesake of the Conn 
Smythe Trophy, which is pre- 
sented to the most valuable 


player in the playoffs, Smythe 
was inducted into the Horse 
Racing Hall of Fame in 1980. 


Without doubt he is best 
known as the Leafs’ own- 
er-from 1927 to 1961 and as 
the builder of Maple Leaf 
Gardens. As owner of the 
Leafs during numerous 
championship years, his 
name appears on the Stanley 
Cup eight times: 1932, 1942, 
1945, 1947, 1948, 1949, 1951 
and 1962. 

The Caledon Walk of Fame 
was initiated in 1999 to hon- 
our past and present Caledon 
residents who have made a 
significant contribution to the 
quality of life locally, nation- 
ally and internationally. 

Definitely worth a visit, it’s 
situated in the Trans Cana- 
da Trail Pavilion Park on the 
west side of Airport Road 
in Caledon East. A stone is 
placed in honour of each re- 
cipient during a formal Walk 
of Fame ceremony.

Beverly Holden 


Beverly Holden (née 
McKnight) is one half of 
Canada’s duet synchronized 
swimming team that won 
the bronze medal in the 
1955 Pan American Games 
in Mexico City. 


It was the first year that 
synchronized swimming 
was a medal event in the 
Pan Am Games, having 
been a demonstration 
event in Buenos Aires in 
1951. McKnight and Diane 
Ferguson (née Baker) 
competed in numerous 
events including the British 
Empire & Commonwealth 
Games where it was also 
a demonstration — sport. 
The duet won the Ontario 
Duet and Canadian Duet 
Championships in 1954. 


Originally coached by 
Jimmy Bishop at the Granite 
Club in Toronto, they moved 
to the Lakeshore Swimming 
Club after Bishop’s death in 
1952. 


She married John Holden 
a month after winning the 
bronze medal, and retired 
shortly thereafter to raise 
a family in Toronto and 
Caledon. Beverly is also 
the grandmother of Jake 
Holden, Canadian Olympic 
Boardercross team member 
and Canadian Jr. Champion 
in both Boardercross and 
Judo. 


They were both inducted 
to the Caledon Walk of 
Fame October 3, 2015.

Throughout his illustrious 
17-year playing career, Bert 
Russell consistently finished 
in the top 5 on his team and 
top 10 in the league. 

As a player for the 
Brampton Junior “A” 
Excelsiors, Bert’s strongest 
assets were his outstanding 
speed and excellent shot. 

In 1955, Bert was acquired 
on loan to the Long Branch 


Monarchs to bolster their 
quest for the Minto Cup, 
which they won with his 
contributions. 

That same year, Bert was 
selected as Most Valuable 
Player by the Brampton 
Excelsiors. Aside from 
two seasons, Bert was an 
Excelsior from start to 
finish. 

By the time he retired 
from playing, he had 
won two Minto Cup 
championships, had been 
a finalist on three Mann

and culminating in Major 
Series. 

In addition to lacrosse, 
Bert was a multisport 
athlete who was recognized 
for his proficiency in track 
and field, football and 
basketball. 

Bert continues to stay 
active on the tennis court 
and golf course, though he 
maintains that his passion 
for lacrosse will never fade.

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Norman Jewison - The First Inductee into Caledon’s Walk of Fame!

The Walk of Fame hon- 
ours current or past Cale- 
don residents who have 
made significant contri- 
butions locally, nationally 
and internationally. 

Norman Frederick Jew- 
ison — film director, pro- 
ducer and author — turns 
91 this coming Friday, July 
21. Combining talent and 
integrity, Jewison is an 
international superstar of 
legendary proportions. 

Though much of his ca- 
reer has been spent outside 
Canada, Jewison believes 
his Canadian perspective 
has brought an important 
objectivity to his work. 

Jewison was born in the 
Beaches area of Toronto. 
His father was the owner 
of a general store, and he 
attended Kew Beach Pub- 
lic School as a child. His 
first taste of showman- 
ship came when he made 
his stage debut at age 6, 
being enrolled in the Roy- 
al Conservatory of Music 
by his family. There, he 
studied piano and music 
theory, after which he at- 
tended Malvern Collegiate, 
staging and appearing in 
shows and musical come- 
dies. 

Jewison served with 
the Royal Canadian Navy 
overseas. After World War 
II, he attended Victoria 
College at the Universi- 


ty of Toronto, where he 
wrote and directed the first 
All-Varsity Revue. During 
his summer months, he 
waited on tables at the 
Banff Springs Hotel and 
produced the Banff Revue. 
After graduating from 
the University of Toronto 
with a liberal arts degree, 
Jewison went to work driv- 
ing a cab and occasionally 
performing as an actor on 
radio for the CBC. In 1950, 
he travelled to England 
for a two-year work/study 
stint with the BBC, but in 
1952, the newly launched 
CBC-TV summoned him 
back to Toronto and of- 
fered him a job as a train- 
ing assistant director. 
Jewison wrote, direct- 
ed and produced some of 
Canada’s most popular 
and successful musicals, 
comedy/variety shows 
and specials during the 
seven years that followed, 
including The Big Revue 
(1952-53; the first regu- 
lar series for the fledgling 
network), Denny Vaughan 
(1954-57), The Barris Beat 
(1956-57) and Wayne & 
Shuster. In 1958, at the in- 
vitation of CBS, he moved 
to New York to update the 
weekly television musi- 
cal Your Hit Parade. This 
led to steady work on The 
Andy Williams Show, and 
television specials featur- 
ing some of the top talent 


of the day, including Har- 
ry Belafonte (the first for 
an African-American per- 
former), Danny Kaye, Pat 
Boone, Jackie Gleason and 
Judy Garland. 

During this period, Jew- 
ison was acknowledged 
as the top director of mu- 
sical variety working in 
American television, and 
his Judy Garland Special — 
shot in Los Angeles in early 
1961 with guests that in- 
cluded Frank Sinatra and 
Dean Martin — remains a 
classic of the period and 
received 4 Emmy Award 
nominations. 

In 1963, Norman 
Jewison was offered a 
three-picture deal with 
Universal Studios, and was 
assigned two comedies. He 
got his first big break in the 
movies soon after. The no- 
toriously difficult director 
Sam Peckinpah was fired 
from a relatively low-bud- 
get poker drama for MGM, 
and Jewison was brought 
in to direct The Cincinnati 
Kid (4965). Starring Steve 
McQueen and Edward G. 
Robinson, it became a mi- 
nor commercial hit with 
extremely good reviews. 
Jewison’s Hollywood ca- 
reer was off and running. 

Since that time, Jewison 
has mostly maintained 
complete artistic control of 
all the films he has direct- 
ed. His first film as direc-

tor/producer was the Cold 
War comedy The Russians 
Are Coming, the Russians 
Are Coming (1966), star- 
ring Carl Reiner and Alan 
Arkin. It received 4 Oscar 
nominations, including 
Best Picture. 

Then came the film that 
Norman Jewison will al- 
ways be remembered for 
— the intense racial drama 
In the Heat of the Night 
(1967, which he direct- 
ed only), starring Sidney 
Poitier and Rod Steiger. 

The film received 8 Os- 
car nominations, including 
Jewison’s first as a direc- 
tor. It won for Best Picture, 
Actor (Seiger), Screenplay, 
Sound and Editing. 

Following In the Heat 
of the Night, Jewison was 
responsible for some of 
the biggest box-office hits 
of the late 1960s and ear- 
ly 1970s, including The 
Thomas Crown Affair 
(1968) and Fiddler on the 
Roof (1971). 

Jewison became disil- 
lusioned with the violent 
turn the racial struggles 
in the US had taken and 
moved his family to Lon- 
don, England. Fiddler on 
the Roof was shot in Yugo- 
slavia, Jesus Christ Super- 
star in Israel and Roller-

ball (4975) in Germany. 

He was persuaded to 
return to the US in 1978 
to direct and produce the 
Sylvester Stallone union 
drama F.I.S.T., which was 
followed by the Al Pacino 
courtroom drama ...And 
Justice for All (1979). 

Never comfortable liv- 
ing in Hollywood, in 1978 
he purchased a farm prop- 
erty in Caledon East and 
moved his family there 
permanently. He returned 
to form with another racial 
drama in 1984. A Soldier’s 
Story received 3 Oscar 
nominations, —_ including 
Jewison’s second for best 
picture. Agnes of God 
(1985) was shot in Ontario 
and received another 3 Os- 
car nominations, and the 
romantic comedy Moon- 
struck, shot in Toronto and 
starring Cher and Nicolas 
Cage, was a huge box office 
hit in 1987. 

In 1988 he founded the 
Canadian Film Centre, a 
training centre located in 
the north end of Toronto 
that offers new filmmakers 
courses on directing, pro- 
ducing and screenwriting. 
It has grown into an im- 
portant film and television 
training school that has a 
justly deserved reputation

for excellence. The Acad- 
emy of Canadian Cinema 
and Television present- 
ed Jewison with a Spe- 
cial Achievement Award 
in 1988 in recognition of 
his efforts in founding the 
centre. 

Jewison has_ received 
many honours and awards 
during his career, includ- 
ing honorary degrees from 
Trent University, the Uni- 
versity of Western Ontario 
and University of Toronto. 
In 1981, he was appointed 
an officer of the Order of 
Canada, and in 1991, he 
was promoted to the rank 
of Companion. He has re- 
ceived a star on the Hol- 
lywood Walk of Fame and 
was inducted into Cana- 
da’s Walk of Fame. 

Norman Jewison and 
Margaret Ann Dixon mar- 
ried on July 11, 1953. She 
died on November 26, 
2004, the day following 
her 74th birthday in Oran- 
geville--from undisclosed 
causes. They have three 
children: Kevin, Jennifer 
and Michael. Jewison has 
five grandchildren: Ella, 
Sam, Megan, Henry, and 
Alexandra. 

In November 2010, 
Jewison was remarried to 
Lynne St. David.

Caledon’s own example 
of badlands formation, are 
located on the southeast 
side of Olde Base Line 
Road, between Creditview 
and Chinguacousy Roads, 
west of Highway 10. It fea- 
tures exposed and eroded 
Queenston Shale along the 
Niagara escarpment. It was 
exposed by poor farming 
methods in the 1930s that 
led to soil erosion and ex- 
posed the underlying shale. 

Way back when, the Chel- 
tenham Badlands were oc- 
cupied by a large river. The 
hills signify the riverbed 
and as you follow the trail, 
you begin to see the river 
history of the badlands. 
Thousands of years ago, this 
lake dried, leaving what can 
be seen today. 

The formation is mostly 
red in colour due to depos- 
its of iron oxide, but also 
includes some faint green 
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streaks due to ground water 
percolation changing the 
red iron oxide to green. 

Once farmland, it was 
purchased by the Ontario 
Heritage foundation in 
2000 and managed by the 
Bruce Trail Association. 

Development is also 
restricted on the site by 
the Niagara Escarpment 
Commission. 

There are concerns 
by conservationists that 
increased visitors to the 
area will cause damage to 
the formation and suggest 
closure or restriction of 
access to the site. Trails 
leading from the site are 
now closed. 

Parking is limited to a 
small area on the south side 
of Olde Base Line Road, 
with restrictions beyond 
and on the other side of the 
road. You will also find the 
Bruce Trail in the nearby

forest. There are many 
strange rocks and minerals 
on the Red Clay Hills. On 
May 6, 2015, the Ontario 
Heritage Trust announced 
that the Badlands site 
would be closed to visitors 
for several years at the end 
of May, due to the excessive 
number of visitors who 
were walking on the forma- 
tions, causing damage that 
accelerated the erosion. 

As of July 2015, the 
Badlands have been fenced 
off and closed to visitors; 
marked No Trespassing and 
the parking areas have been 
changed to no parking - tow 
away zones. The closure 
is indicated as temporary 
as a public consultation 
and a Master Plan study is 
underway. 

No trails to walk, but 
you should still remember 
your camera to capture the

Your Words, Your Reality

Words create your reality 
and then your reality 
creates further words to 
support it. It is a circle that 
you have created and you 
are the centre of it. Have 
you ever wanted to change 
your life? You have to first 
create a new reality. 

When you listen to the 
words you use, you can 
hear what you believe is 
happening or is real for 
you. Listen to your words 
as you speak. Take it one 
step further and write 
a speech about yourself 
and how you are feeling. 
Then read it aloud or have 
someone else read it to you. 
What do your words say 
about you? 

Words are energy and 
they cause action and then 
reaction, sometimes in 
others, but most definitely 
in you. What type of 
energy are you creating? 
What kind of action(s) 
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is being created? What 
kind of reaction(s) are you 
creating? 

When you use words, 
they are the thoughts 
you were thinking about 
yourself and others and 
your words have been 
shaped by that. Your feeling 
of lack or purpose creates 
your words. So what 
are you thinking about 
yourself or others. When 
you are creating from lack, 
you are seeing others as 
combatants, competitors 
and/or supporters. When 
you are purposeful, you see 
others the same but their 
purpose is different — what 
do they have to teach you? 
Our supporters also have 
purpose to help us get to 
where we want to go. 

Your words also show 
you how you feel and what 
you are choosing in the 
moment. If you think you 
are a failure, you will only 
see failure. If you think you 
are a success, you will see 
success. The same goes for 


loss and hope. Make a wish 
and watch it happen. Now 
work towards your wish. 


You have to believe in hope. 


What do you truly want? 

Choose the words you 
want to be. Now pay 
attention to the tone of 
your words. How much 
effort do you give to your 
words? Sub-consciously, 
your words will give you so 
many clues you don’t hear 
otherwise. 

A woman I once spoke to 
kept telling me she wasn’t 
going to be like her “weak” 
mother, and she repeated 
it several times in different 
ways. 

I asked her why she put 
so much effort into not 
being like her mother and 
less in being herself. She 
denied ever feeling like 
that, but her words were 
quite clear. Eventually, she 
did start changing, and 
now she is doing things she 
enjoys more for herself. 

Journal your thoughts 
and feelings for a week, 


but don’t read them. Write 
down what is happening 

to you in the present day. 
Two weeks later, look at 
your written words. Look 
at the words you use and 
which are repeated. How 
is the phrasing of your 
sentences? What is the tone 
of your thoughts? What 
kind of statement does 

it make? Now say those 
words aloud and feel what 
they say about you. Be 
aware of those feelings and 
ask yourself how or if you 
would change that. 

Now write those same 
thoughts, but with more 
positive or hopeful words. 
Figure out what and where 
you want to be in the 
future. In the next week, 
be aware of how often 
you repeat your old words 
and try to replace them 
with more thoughtful and 
positive words. Be aware 
and make the choices to 
bring yourself a different 
life. 

What I have always 
taught in my classes is that 
what we see in others, we 


also see in ourselves or we 
wouldn’t recognize it in 
others. What bothers or 
inspires you the most in 
others is what is in you. 

Look at the people in 
your life. What do you 
see in them? What draws 
you to some people and 
not others? What are the 
qualities you aspire or 
decline to have? Write them 
down using very descriptive 
words and pay attention to 
them — all of them. 

Now look deeper into 
your thoughts and what 
they are saying. Write the 
continuous and repetitive 
thoughts down. What 
thoughts do you have 
difficulty acknowledging 
and revealing even to 
yourself? They are the 
undercurrents of your 
words. 

Your own biography is 
one of the hardest things 
you will probably have to 
write. Because of my books, 
I have had to write multiple 
bios. At first, it is difficult to 
turn it around and focus on 
you but it becomes easier. 


Write your own biography. 
Write your life story, good 
and bad relationships, 
passions, and what 

you want to become or 
accomplish. Write it down 
and date it. Keep adding to 
this or changing it as you go 
along. 

If words create actions 
and reactions then using 
different words can create a 
different result or outcome. 
So how do we learn to 
use different words? It is 
basically a reprogramming 
or retraining. Be aware or 
mindful of your thoughts 
— if you aren’t aware, you 
can’t change it. 

Your words create the 
action which becomes your 
reality. Choose wisely. 
You'll get there or better 
youll open up to a life 
which might surpass what 
you believe is possible.
